A atate warehouse Dill 
principal features of the Shipp-Adams 
bill, carrying some new ideas and re- 
drafted so that the system will be 
either under the independent jurisdic- 
tion of a state warehouse commissioner 
and state board, or under the jurisdic- 
tion of the state railroad commission, 
will be presented to the extra session 
of the general assembly in behalf of 
the Farmers’ union, and that organiza- 
tion will, in the meantime, exert all the 
influence it has to insure the passage 
of this new measure. The bill will be 
handled in the house by Representa- 
tive Robert C. Shipp, of Colquitt, and 
in the senate by Senator J. O. Adams, 
of the Thirty-third, behalf of the 
Farmers’ union. 

Thjg announcement was made early 
last night after a conference of the 
special legislative committee, appoint- 
ed by the recent convention of Farm- 
ers’ union, held in Atlanta, and who 
prevailed upon Governor Harris to put 
the warehouse bill in the proclamation 
convoking the extra session. The meet- 
ing of the committee convened in the 
early afternoon and lasted until dark. 

Roane Is Appointed. 

Two of the seven members of the 
committee were not present, Grover C. 
IKdmondson, of Alma, and C. H. Kit- 
*trell, of Dublin. Mr. Edmondson re- 
signed because of the fact that he has 
changed his mind about a state ware- 
house system, and now opposed to 
the movement. President J. J. Brown 
appointed M. P. Roane, of Fulton 
county, to fill that vacancy on the com- 
mittee. He and the following mem- 
bers of the committee were present: 
J. J. Brown, chairman; Dr. W. GC. 
Bryant, of Atlanta; M. L. Johnson, of 
Cass Station; G. F. Hunnicutt, editor of 
The Southern Cultivator, by proxy and 
letter; the letter defining his position 
in respect to the movement and ecar- 
rying some ideas which were adopted 
by the committee. In conference with 
the committee were Representative 
Shipp and Senator Adams. 

Letters were read from Commissioner 
&. J. Watson, of South Carolina, and 
former Senator J. A. Banks, of St. Mat- 
thews, & C., a prominent banker and 
merchant of that state, who is directly 
connected with the operation of the 
warehouse system there. Both these 
letters were highly commendatory of 
the system, and expressed anxiety that 
the Georgia legislature enact the bill 
that to be proposed by the State 
Farmers’ union, and which is to be 
drafted by Representative Shipp imme- 
diately upon‘his return to Moultrie, 

The meeting was called to be held at 
the Kimball House Wednesday morn- 
ing, but on account of the delayed ar< 
rival of President Brown it did not 
meet until the afternoon. <A mass of 
data on the subject was submitted, dis- 
cussed and digested, and with this were 
letters from some of the strongest, as 
well as some of the smallest, farmers

Locals Indorse Plans. 
Resolutions approving and indorsing 
_the plan of the state organization to 
have prepared a warehouse bill and 
urging the senators and represent- 
atives to stand by the bill.to be pre- 
sented by the State Farmers’ union 
were read from a large number of local 
farmers’ unions, and filed with the com- 
mittee. 

After lengthy deliberation the com- 
mittee unanimously adopted resolutions 
favorable to a warehouse bill, to be 
fostered by the state organization, 
which will provide for the following 
principal features: 

A uniform system of grading cot- 
ton. 

2. A system which will] 
gotiable warehouse receipts. 

3. A System whereby the sma}! farm- 
er will secure the same advantages, 
the same protection and the same ben- 
efits as the large farmer, and which 
will put him in position to se cure money 
on the same basis as the large haeenne: 

4. Reasonable storage charges and 
insurance rates under state supervision 
and jurisdiction. 

6. A_ bill that will aid in the promo- 
tion of a national rural credits system. 

Will Embrace Features, 


The bill which Mr. Shipp wil} draw, 
under the conclusions arrived at in 
Wednesday's meeting, will embrace all 
those features. 

State President Brown says the de- 
sire for passage of a state warehouse 
law has increased 50 per cent or more 
eince the adjournment of the last ses- 
gion of the iegisiature, and this state- 
ment was substantiated by Repre- 
sentative Shipp as a personal experi- 
ence with him, as well as a fact well 
borne out by the correspondence he 
has received on the subject. Mr. Brown 
says this fact is particularly empha- 
sized among the smaller farmers of 
the state. 

After the meeting Representative 
Shipp said that the ultimate passage 
of a warehouse bill is certain, and there 
seems to be a greater probability of 
its enactment during the extra session 
than ever before. The enactment of 
that law, however, is the purpose of 
his legislative career, and, he says, if 
the bill is enacted in ‘the extra session, 
he will not again run for the legisla- 
ture—though he had rather be a mem- 
ber of the Georgia legislature than of 
the national congress—but if it is not 
passed at the extra session, or by the 
time the present legislative term ex- 
pires, will run again, and keep on un- 
til the state warehouse bill is written

Shadow Lawn 
was built in 1902 for John A. McCall. 
the insurance company president, at 
a cost of more than $500,000. The 
house is three stories high and con- 
tains thirty-two rooms, which are rich- 
ly furnished. A runner for one of the 
76-foot halls was bought abroad at a 
cost of $50,000. Two flights of stone 
steps run up the terraces to the top 
of the rise of ground on which the 
house is built. The entrance is guard- 
ed by a large dome level with the roof 
of the second floor, supported by eight 
columns.

New Orleans, October 20.—A syndi- 
eate of New Orleans bankers, through 
Sol Wexler, president of the Whitney 
Central National bank, announced to- 
night that they signed a contract to- 
day to lend $10,009,000 in gold to the 
Mexican government. 

It also was announced that arrange- 
ments had been made whereby the en- 


tire sisal hemp crop of the states of 


Yucatan and Cam pec e, with 
nual valuation of approximately $125,- 
000,000, would be handled through New 
Orleans and that the Reguladora Del 
Mercedo de Henequin, an organizasgion 
of the sisal growers, operating under 
the supervision of the Yucatan state 
government, would establish a $1,000,- 
000 manufacturing plant there to han- 
dle a portion of the raw product. It 
was declared that the sisal growers’ 
organization already had contracted to 
establish a transportation line operat- 
ing several steamships between New 
Orleans and Mexican gulf ports. 

It was said that negotiations for the 
loan to the Mexican government had 
been under way several weeks and it 
had been agreed that upon recognition 
of the Carranza government the con- 
tract would be closed. The loan con- 
tract was signed by Mr. Wexler and 
Lynn H. Dinkins, president of ¢he In- 
terstate Banking and Trust company. 
as representating the syndicate. 

Dr. Victor A. Rendon and Julio Ren- 
don, representing the sisal growers, 
with the assistance of General Salva- 
dor Alvarado, governor of Yucatan, 
who advised with them by cable, made 
arrangements for handling the sisal 
crop. 

Sisal valued at $15,000,000 would be 
kept in storage here in the new state 
owned warehouses and ship terminals 
at k1ll times, it was said. 

The $10,000,000 in gold will be 
out in exchange for warehouse 
ceipts of sisal stored here.

Russian Baltic Port Is Se- 
riously Menaced and There 
Is Agaim Talk of Evacu- 
ating the City. 


RUSSIANS STRIKE HARD 
ON THE GALICIAN FRONT 


At Several Points the Aus- 
tro-Germans Have Been 
Driven Back, and Austri- 
ans Are Reported to Have 
Abandoned Czernowitz. 


London, October 20.—Battles south 
of Riga, where the Germans have made 
some progress in the new thrust at 
the Baltic province port, and in Volhy- 
nia and Galicia, where the Russians 
victories, are now com- 
peting in interest with the Balkan 
operations, 

The Germans have’ concentrated 
large forces, with a great amount of 
artillery, south of Riga and a stub- 
born battle has been in progress for 
several days. Von Hindenburg, who is 
in command in this region, reported 
two: days ago that his forces had 
reached the River Dvina, but, as on 
previous occasions, this waterway ap- 
pears to have held him up for the time 
being.

RUSSIANS WIN 
IN THE SOUTH. 


At the other end of the eastern front 
the “positton is just the reverse. Gen- 
eral Ivanoff, who has proved himself 
to be the most aggressive of the Rus- 
sian commanders, has been striking 
hard at the Austro-German forces on 
the middle Styr and all along the 
fringe of Galicia that is still in Rus- 
sian hands, 

At several places Ivanoff has driven 
his opponents back, and there is a re- 
port tonight that the Austrians have 
avacuated Czernowitz—a report which 
finds some confirmation in an Odessa 
dispatch declaring the Russians have 
abandoned their contemplated evacua- 
tion of the northern distriats of Bes- 
sarabia, 

The Germans, according to British 
and French statements, attempted of- 
fensive movements near Hulluch and 
Rheims yesterday, but again. suffered 
severe reverses. On the other hand, 
the Germans claims success near Pru- 
nay, in the Champagne district. 

Mining operations have occupied the 
attention of the Anglo-French troops 
and the Turks in Gallipoli, while from 
Mesopotamia it is unofficially report- 
ed that the British are within a few 
miles of Bagdad. 


BRITISH STOP 
GERMAN RUSH. 


London, October 20.—-A report 
Field Marshal Sir John French, 
tonight, says: 

“An enemy attack yesterday after- 
noon was made against our front from 
the quarries to Hulluch. After a heavy 
bombardment of our trenches, infantry 
attempted to attack across the open 
ground, but was completely stopped 
by our combined artillery, machine gun 
and rifle fire. 

“This was followed by a number of 
bombing attacks in the neighborhood 
of the Hohenzollern redoubt and Fosse 
No. 8. All these attacks were also re- 
pulsed. The enemy’s losses were very 
severe.” 


FRENCH REPORT 
ARTILLERY DUEL. 


Paris, October 20.—Tonight’s war of- 
fice statement reads: 

“Artillery action during the day was 
particularly violent north of Arras, in 
the sector of Loos, the Givenchy wood 
and in the erernene of the road 
from Lille. 

“The concentiéated fire of our bat- 
teries exploded large depots of muni- 
tions fn the German lines north of the 
Aisne and north of the Navarin farm. 

“East of Rheims, on the front which 
extends from the Butte de Tir to Pru- 
nay, a new and violent German tbom- 
bardment with shells of all calibers 
and projectiles of a suffocating nature 
is reported. Our artillery replied ener- 
getically. 

“There is nothing to report on the 
rest of the front.’ 

The Belgian official communication 
reads: 

“The enemy artillery did not display 
much activity today. There was a fee- 
ble bombardment of our advanced posi- 
tions and of the region around Caes- 
kerke, as well as in the neighborhood 
of Oudecapelle. Our artillery replied to 
the German batteries and dispersed 
some military prisoners to the north 
of Dixmude.” ;

A large French 
force is on the way to Saloniki. French 
forces have succeeded in protecting the 
lower end of the Nish-Saloniki rail- 
way.

man Prince, Who Rules 
Over Slavs. 


Petrograd, October 20.—(Via London.) 
An imperial manifesto declaring war 
against Bulgaria appeared today under 
date of October 18. it was accompa- 
nied by a communication reviewing the 
friendly services of Russia for Bulga- 
ria in the past, and pointing out “the 
treachery” of King Ferdinand. This 
communication says: 

“When Turkey and Bulgaria were 
threatened with war on account ol 
financial relations the Russian govern- 
ment intervened in an amicable man- 
ner. Part of the Turkish debt to Rus- 
sia was transferred to Bulgaria, where- 
by the latter, on advantageous condi- 
tions, was freed of all obligations to 
Turkey. ' 

“Thus having realized for Bulgaria 
its actual independence Russia further 
displayed saguanimity toward the bul- 
garian people by recognizing ferdi- 
nand as the Bulgarian ruler. 

Russia Knew Ferdinand, 

“While well aware of the real aims 
of the Caburg prince, Russia refrained 
from interference with Bulgaria’s in- 
ternal affairs, firmly believing that 
sooner or later the eyes of this eman- 
cipated people would be opened and 
that it woltuld find a way to save itself 
from the servitude threatening it. 

“The victorious war of the United 
Balkan people against their ancient 
enemy, Turkey, assured to Bulgaria an 
honorable place in the Slavic tramily. 
But under Austro-German suggestion, 
contrary to the advice of the Russian 
emperor, and without the knowledge 
of the Bulgarian government, the Co- 
burg prince on June 29, 1913, moved 
Bulgarian armies against the Serbians. 
This treacherous act of Kine Ferdi- 
nand raised a gulf between two fra- 
ternal peoples. On this day, a black 
day for all Slavdom, Ferdinand wreck- 
ed the cauntry, but. rendered invalua- 
ble service to Germany. 

Wounded Ferdinand’s Self-Esteem. 

“The defeat of Bulgaria and the pun- 
ishment imposed upon that unhappy 
country by the Bucharest treaty, which 
deprived it of almost all the fruits of 
victory, deeply wounded Ferdinand’s 
self-esteem. He became intent on re- 
gaining Macedonia, which he had lost 
by his own folly and extending him 
positions at the cost of other Balkan 
states. Consequently he completely 
and finally subordinated a free country’ 
to German influence. For an entire 
rear the allies tried to free the un- 
appy Bulgarian people from German 
hands, but Ferdinand remained deaf to 
all advice. ; 

‘The Official Messenger will tomor- 
row publish a long communication from 
the Russian government concerning 
the role played by King Ferdinand, 
who remained a Germam prince: al- 
though reigning in Bulgaria. The com- 
munication terminates thus: 

“During almost thirty years the 
Prince of Coburg has stood hetween 
Russia and Bulgaria. Throughout this 
period Russia never ceased to hope that 
its brother people would at last open 
their eyes. Even now, when Bulgaria 
sacrifices itself to German perfidy, Rus- 
sia has not abandoned the hope that 
the Bulgarians, faithful to their his- 
toric traditions, will not lift their 
hands against the sons of the Russian 
warriors who died for Bulgaria.’ ”

52 PERSONS ARE KILLED 
BY FRENCH EXPLOSION 


Paris, October 20.—Fifty-two persons 
are reported to have been killed in an 
explosion this afternoon in a factory 
in the Rue de Tolbiac, while one hun- 
dred or more were. injured. Many of 
the victims were women workers in 
the factory, which was wrecked, as 
were buildings in the vicinity. 

President Poincare and Minister of 
the Interior Malvy, who were immedi- 
ately informed of the disaster, visited 
the seene and gave directions to the 
rescuing forces. 

An auto truck was being loaded when 
workmen accidentally dropped one 
Srenade, causing an explosion which 
was followed quickly by two others. 

The explosion destroyed not only the 
main factory and other buildings con- 
nected with it, but everything within 
a radius of 100 yards, and damaged 
buildings 500 yards distant. 

Of the forty-one bodies already re- 
covered thirty-one are those of women. 
It was said that the injured would ex- 
ceed one hundred in number.

Believe Britain Will Move 
to Stop War for Business 
Reasons—Germany Wants 
Large Indemnity, But Lit- 
tle Territory. 


Berlin, October 8.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—‘‘By spring 
we probably shall have peace.” This 
remark by one of the most prominent 
state officials to the Associated Press 
correspondent may be taken as indica- 
tive of the view on the probable dura- 
tion of the war held in German gov- 
ernment quarters, or at any rate, in 
certain influential circles of the gov- 
ernment. The person quoted occupies 
a position which lends weight to his 
opinion on this subject, and the remark 
was made incidentally during a discus, 
sion of certain future possibilities in 
the Balkan situation. 

Pressed to give reason for his 
opinion, the official said that he based 


his expectations largely on “the sound 
business sense of the British,” which 
would lead them to move for peace as 
soon as they saw nothing was to be 
gained by continuing the war. 

What Germany Holds. 

“We now hold in the west,” he con- 
tinued, “a strong fortified line inclos- 
ing a great enclave of French and Bel- 
gian territory.

Germany Wants Big Indemnity. 


The cardinal point in the desires of 
official Germany, if these assumptions 
are correct, is a large indemnity. This 
is demanded not only to compensate 
Germany for the steadily growing war 
costs, but to provide a “guarantee” 
against future attack. The usual re- 
ply to arguments that exhausted na- 
tions probably would be unable to raise 
the huge sums in question is that they 
need only cease paying out the bil- 
lions spent annually on ‘armaments, 
or materially reduce such payments to 
finance the required indemnity. 

The second cardinal point is the res- 
toration of Germany’s colonial empire 
in undiminished form, with certain ad- 
ditions, presumably at the expense of 
Belgium. That nation would be per- 
mitted to retain its independence and 
territories, with the exception of the 
Meuse line of fortresses. The demand 
for annexation of a strip of territory 
down to the coast line has been drop- 
ped; if, indeed, it ever formed part of 
the government's program. Even 
naval experts are no longer agreed on 
the necessity or advisability of ob- 
taining the much discussed naval base 
on the English channel, particularly in 
view of the development of the sub- 
marines and the increase in their 
radius of action. 

An insistent demand is heard in 
some quarters that in case of with- 
drawal from Belgiunt, Germany should 
retain control of the railroads for a 
number of years, but this, so far as is 
ascertainable, is not an essential con- 
dition, 

France is looked to to provide a 
large part of the expected indemnity.

sons. 

What Germany Wants in Past. 


In the east the situation is less clear. 
Earlier in the war the government ap- 
parently did not contemplate or even 
desire accessions of territory at Rus- 
sia’s expense, beyond a possible change 
of the frontier for strategic reasons. 
It was felt that retention of Russian 
Poland by Russia would present cer- 
tain advantages from the viewpoint of 
German internal politics. The steady 
chain of victories and the insistence 
of Austria produced a change, how- 
ever. Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg in his August speech indicated 
clearly a determination to deprive Rus- 
sia of her Polish territories, but wheth- 
er these districts would have some 
form of national autonomy, be annexed 
to Austria-Hungary, or administered 
by Germany and Austria-Hungary 
jointly, is still uncertain. 

This statement of German demands 
may seem to be a cool assumption of 
certain ultimate victory at a time when 
Germany’s opponents are announcing 
their firm determination to prosecute 
the war to a successful end. owever, 
it is symptomatic of the positive as- 
surance of all Germans who are con- 
vinced the German armies cannot be 
beaten and that the Balkan situation 
soon will clear up in their favor, giving 
them a road to Turkey, whence copper, 
cotton, foodstuffs and other supplies 
may be obtained. Then, they say, Ger- 
many can wait until her opponents are 
ready to acknowledge themselves 
beaten. 

To all arguments as to the impossi- 
bility of keeping the manhood of the 
nation on the firing line for a protract- 
ed period, as to the steadily growing 
financial burden of the war, as to the 
paralysis of German business life, ex- 
cept as devoted to war purpose and as 
to the general desire for peace, they 
reply that other nations are suffering 
equally and that Germany will not be 
the first to crack.

BRITAIN MAY PUT BAN 


ON EXPORTS OF STEEL 


New York, October 20.—Great Bri- 
tain may place an embargo on the ex- 
port of steel, according to a cable re- 
ceived here today by The Iron Age. 
The message, dated London, reads: 

“Uncomfirmed rumors that the Brit- 
ish government may place an embargo 
on exports of steel for the purpose of 
safeguarding the gavernment’s re- 
quirements.”’

H. Gary, chairman of the directors of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
were out of town today and at the 
offices of the corporation it was said 
nothing was known about the report- 
ed embargo. <A similar statement was 
made at Charles M. Schwab’s office.

London, October 20.—Coming direct 
from Buckingham palace, where he 
handed to King George the seals of 
his office on his resignation from the 
cabinet, Sir Edward Carson appeared 
in the house of commons this after- 
noon and set at rest all conjecture 
regarding the reasons ‘for his retire- 
ment. 

Rising from his old seat on the front 
opposition bench, the former attorney 
general in a few words made the house 
conversant with the cause of the min- 
isterial crisis, which, he said, was due 
entirely to the fact that he found him- 
self in complete variance with the cab- 
inet on questions of Near WHastern 
policy. He felt, therefore, that his 
presence in the cabinet would be a 
source of weakness and not of strength. 

Sir Edward added that he never 
had had the slightest personal differ- 
ences with any of his colleagues. 

Statement by Carson. 

After expressing regret at the ab- 
sence of Premier Asquith and stating 
that for this reason he would give a 
briefer explanation than he had in- 
tended, Sir Edward Carson said: 

“I am well aware of the difficulties 
under the existing circumstances of 
making any full statement or of say- 
ing anything that might be taken hold

May | also add 
that no one realizes more than I the 
great difficulties under which we la- 
bor, OWing to the fact that our policy 
and methods must at all times be 
adopted in concert and co-ordination 
with our various allies, and must also 
very frequently be framed with a view 
to consulting sentiments and feeling in 
those neutral countries with whom we 
remain on friendly terms. This often 
has been lost sight of by critics of our 
actions who cannot possibly know the 
difficulties which arise from time to 
time. 

“Difficulties which have arisen in 
the eastern war theater have created 
& situation which to my mind must 
necessarily lead to far-reaching results, 
“At the time I entered the cabinet 
we already were committed to what 
may be called the operations in Galli- 
poli, It is not, of course, my intention, 
to deal either with the inception or the 
carrying out of these operations, but 
it must be plain to any observer that 
the new war theater in the Balkans 
created a situation which could not be 
divorced from our position on the Gal- 
lipoli peninsula; and the statement 
made in this house by the foreign min- 
ister, with the ganction of the cabinet, 
appeared to me to be an announce- 
ment of a policy of the highest im- 
portance with regard to our obliga- 
tions in the Balkans involving our 
prestige and honor. 


Decisive Policy Wanted.

‘That is all I can say and I ask the 
house to believe that in the course I 
have taken I have been actuated by 
no personal or party motive, but that 
I have acted to the best of my ability 
solely in the interests of my coun- 
try; 
Sir Edward Carson’s speech was 
punctuated with cheers and was con- 
cluded amid loud cheers. 
Cabinet ministers again were bom- 
barded with war questions in the house 
of commons today, but for the most 
part they managed to escape an in- 
tended frontal attack. The replies de- 
veloped that the officer who command- 
ed the landing of British troops at 
Suvla bay on the Gallipoli peninsula 
has been shelved and that he holds no 
command in the army at present, but 
Harold J. Tennant, parliamentary un- 
der-secretary for war, declined to give 
further information on the ground that 
it would be against public interest. 
No Mere Resignations Likely. 
Premier Asquith’s illness has had 
the effect of producing a greater air 
of calm in political circles than would 
otherwise have attended the resigna- 
tion of Sir Edward Carson from the 
attorney generalship, and from pres- 
ent appearances there will be no more 
resignations from the cabinet.

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TAGGART’S VINDICATION. 

When the so-called “election conspiracy” 
case against Hon. Thomas Taggart, of In- 
diana, was called in Indianapolis, the judge 
before whom it was to be tried very prompt- 
ly dismissed it on motion of the prosecuting 
attorney. 

Mr. Taggart is the national democratic 
committeeman from Indiana, and was in- 
dicted with Mayor Bell, of Indianapolis, and 
a number of others. Mayor Bell, after a 
trial covering nearly two weeks, was ac- 
quitted, and the prosecuting attorney found 
that the evidence affecting Mr. Taggart, as 
developed in the trial of Mayor Bell, was 
utterly worthless, for which reason he asked 
that the case be dropped. 

From beginning to end it has been clear 
that the whole movement has been an effort 
at political persecution, for which reason 
Mayor Bell's acquittal by a jury consisting 
of nine republicans and three democrats, 
and the dismissal of the case against Mr. 
Taggart, is all the more gratifying to their 
friends. Republican jurymen and republi- 
ean court officials refused to make them- 
selves party to a proceeding launched pri- 
to punish political leaders of the 
opposite party for having done nothing 
more than was customary among the lead- 
ers of all party organizations in the spirited 


marily 


rivalry which characterizes every political 
contest in Indiana. The democratic leaders 
there are perhaps no better, but they are 
‘certainly no worse than those of the other 
side. 

As for Mr. Taggart, he comes out of the 
contest unscathed and with clean hands— 
just as his friends knew would be the case. 
The chief offense of which he is guilty in 
the eyes of the republican politicians of his 
state is that he is democratic to the core, 
and that he has done more to shatter re- 
publican hopes in Indiana than any other 
half dozen influences combined. That is an 
unforgivable offense, but it is gratifying 
that, as keen as is the political competition 
in that state, the republican sense of fair 
play refused to permit advantage to be 
taken of a political adversary who had of- 
fended only in the degree of his political 


activity within strictly legal bounds. 


THE STATE’S OBLIGATION. 


An editorial from The Athens Banner, 
“An Unreasonable and Untenable Position,” 
with reference to the cutting of certain ap- 
propriations by the house of representatives 
is reproduced elsewhere in our columns. 

In this editorial it is alleged on the au- 
thority of “some members of the legisla- 
ture” that because certain representatives 
voted against the prohibition measures, 
they were paid back for their opposition by 
the shaving of the appropriations for the 
state’s educational institutions, this opposi- 
tion applying especially to the representa- 
tives from Clarke and Fulton counties. 

If it is true that the “get-even” motive 
was responsible for an effort to cripple the 
usefulness of such state institutions as the 
University of Georgia, the Georgia School 
of Technology, and the State Normal school, 
it was indeed taking an untenable position; 
for it was clearly against the best interests 
of the state. 

The university and tech are state, and not 
local, institutions; they belong to the people 
of Georgia, and the representatives from 
Clarke and Fulton are no more interested 
in them than are the representatives from 
any other counties, for the solemn obliga- 
tion of every legislator is to see that they 
are properly maintained. Anything short of 
this—such, for instance, as permitting per- 
sonal or factional feeling to militate against 
them, is subversive of the interests of state 
and people; unwarranted and unworthy. 

No narrowness should for a moment 
show itself where their interests are con- 


| 
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cerned. Their efficiency must be kept up 
to high-water mark, for on its educational 
equipment largely depends the best develop- 
ment of the state. 

We are not going as far as we should 
in upholding the interests of our educa- 
tional institutions; there is where other 
states are forging ahead of us. 

This is a time for universal educational 
development and if we are to keep pace 
with other states every interest and influ- 
ence must harmonize for the carrying out 
of the work; if sacrifices are necessary, 
they must be made; the people must go 
down in their pockets and give freely—for 
higher education, for common schools, for 
the general uplift and enlightenment of the 
masses; nothing should stand in the way of 
educational progress. 

This is the way to help in the campaign 
to wipe out illiteracy—to purge the state of 
the stain of it; and in this effort lawmakers 
and people should move as one. 

It is time to face this matter squarely; 
to respond to the constant appeal of those 
who sorely need the educational benefits the 
state can place within their reach. 

There is no middle ground: 
money, wigh united effort, with 
agency in our power, we must work un- 
for the educational advancement

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RESERVE BANK SERVICE. 


Aside from the general purpose served 
by the federal reserve banks of releasing 
national and state bank reserves and mak- 
ing them the basis of an elastic currency, 
Georgia has had two recent instances of the 
far-reaching public service which these in- 
stitutions are able to render in their own 
particular territory. 

The first of these was supplying money 
for crop movements at a reasonable rate of 
interest. This includes also the availability 
of funds -for holding cotton, for which the 
federal reserve bank stood ready to put out 
funds through its member banks at 6 per 
cent and to the extent of 75 per cent of the 


value of the cotton on which the loan was 


made. 

Fortunately, the price of cotton went up 
to a very desirable figure, and this service 
was not needed to any great extent. But 
it gave gratifying evidence of the possibility 
in this institution for rendering service of 
the most valuable sort, to the producer, the 
merchant and the business man, through- 
out this or any other agricultural section. 

In this connection it may be stated that 
it was brought out through members of the 
federal reserve board, that certain national 
banks located in a number of country 
towns in the south and west, have been in 
the habit of charging the farmer any- 
where from 15 per cent to 120 per cent and 
more on small loans—an outrageous prac- 
tice which, if it cannot be effectually 
stopped under present laws, will undoubt- 
edly be eliminated by act of congress at its 
coming session. 

But there is another substantial service 


which the federal reserve bank has shown 


it can render, and that is in supplying 
needed funds to state governments under 
certain circumstances, at low rates of in- 
terest. This was made apparent in the plan, 
now about arranged, for lending to the 
counties of Georgia, upon warrants on the 
state treasury in their favor, money at 3 
per cent, with which to make prompt pay- 
ment of salaries due their school teachers. 

This may be viewed in the light of a 
quasi-government service and one which 
may be performed by the reserve bank, 
without infringement upon the rights or the 
business of regular banking institutions. 
Georgia could go to the national and state 
bank within her borders and get this 
money at an equally low rate; but it would 
be in the nature of a favor to the state. 
These institutions would really lose by 
making the loan, since it would tempora- 
rily deprive them of the opportunity of earn- 
ing 6 to 7 per cent upon the money. 

On the other hand the federal reserve 
bank which has agreed, with the approval 
of Secretary of the Treasury W. .G. Mc- 
Adoo, to let the Georgia counties have, in 
the aggregate, up to $2,000,000 on school 
warrants at 8 per cent, can easily afford 
to do it, and at times profit by the transac- 
tion which provides use for funds of which 
it frequently carries a surplus. 

The federal reserve bank is but little 
more than a year old, yet has demonstrated 
its value along lines perhaps little thought

Commodore Maury’s Prophecy 
On Naval Warfare Made in 
1872 in an Address at Griffin 


Editor Constitution: In digging through 
some old agricultural publications I chanced 
to run across the address of.Commodore Maury 
before the Georgia State Agricultural soci- 
ety, at Griffin, on August 13, 1872. 

It appealed to me as having a present 
interest, and I have, therefore, taken the 
liberty of transcribing it and commenting 
on it. I am fairly familiar with the history 
of Georgia, political, industrial and agricul- 
tural, but Commodore Matthew Fontaine 
Mawury’s visit to the state to urge the estab- 
lishment of a national weather bureau and 
department of agriculture was unknown to 
me until I ran across this particular volume. 

In that address Commodore Maury said: 

“IT call your attention to certain facts 
and circumstances which have rendered a 
change of practice and policy of this coun- 
try necessary, in certain respects, especially 
as it regards ‘common defense.’ . . Former 
navies have become obsolete, and casemated 
forts, weak and defenseless, . are no 
longer of any account for coast and harbor 
defense. What, therefore, do you want 
of effete navies or of any more casemated 
forts for defense in warfare? In their stead, 
we have railways, open forts and torpedoes. 
For aggressive warfare, you may occasion- 
ally want a navy, but by no means such an 
expensive one as heretofore. It cannot 
be conceived that wars, hereafter, between 
great nations are ever to be decided, as Oo 
yore, by a sea fight. Why, an engagement 
between two ships upon the open sea seems 
likely to have, in the future, as little effect 
in deciding a war as two locomotives sent 
out from opposite armies would have in tele- 
scoping each other. Therefore, in adjusting 
our system of defense to the new order of 
things attention must be turned from the 
exterior to the interior, where your engineers 
must evoke certain great trunk lines from 
the center to the sea, which shall meet all 
the exigencies of military necessity in war 
and satisfy the demands of agriculture and 
commerce in peace.” 

With the Franco-German war but lately 
ended, Commodore Maury foresaw the trend 
of military events as no other man of his 
day. Certainly Germany proceeded along 
such lines as would indicate a clese study 
of and agreement with the arguments of a 
famous American naval authority delivered 
before a group of intelligent cotton planters. 
If ability to read the future aright is one of 
the elements of greatness the above quotation 
deserves to again see the light of day and 
be laid before the people of the south so that 
they may be reminded of one of their great 
ones of a former time. As a people we are 
forgetting our old leaders and much of our 
tradition.

An Unreasonable and 
An Untenable Position 


(From The Athens Banner.) 

It has been said by some members-of the 
Georgia legislature/that the reason why the 
knife was put to certain appropriations in 
the house of representatives was because cer- 
tain representatives voted against the prohi- 
bitionists and had to be paid back for their 
opposition. This applied to the representa- 
tives from Clarke and Fulton counties espe- 
cially and the appropriations for the Geor- 
gia School of Technology, the State Normal 
School and the University of Georgia were 
shaved accordingly by the dominant major- 
ity in the house. 

it is now being said that unless these 
representatives get right and come over to 
the support of the prohibition measures the 
appropriations for the educational institu- 
tions in their counties will be cut again in 
the special session of the legislature that is 
to be convened next month, 

Such a position is utterly unreasonable 
and untenable. No good or sound argument 
can be presented to sustain it. It is clearly 
against all principles of fairness and tolera- 
tion of opinion. it removes the settlement 
of great questions from the realm of merit 
and places them at the disposal of political 
prejudice. 

If an institution is worthy of support, 
then it should be supported. If it is not 
worthy then it should not be supported. The 
institutions for education belong:to the peo- 
ple of the entire state. The three referred 
to are not the property of Atlanta or Athens. 
They are located in those cities, but that is 
all. They belong to the dominant, majority. 
If they are injured the very men who would 
cut down their support are the ones who will 
feel it most, for they represent the majority. 

The three institutions referred to are edu- 
cating neffrly fifteen hundred of the boys and 
fully seven hundred of the girls of the state 
of Georgia. These students come from nearly 
all the counties in the state. They come 
largely from the counties that have repre- 
sentatives in the legislature who are on the 
big side of the prohibition question. If the 
efficiency of the institutions is to be low- 
ered by jack of appropriations then the boys 
and girls of the state will be the chief suf- 
ferers. 

Wen who make the laws of a great state 
are presumed to rise above petty politics. 
They are presumed to weigh questions and 
decide them on their merits, not on the merits 
of other questions. And we believe that the 
great majority of the legislators will see it 
that way and cast their votes that way. 

A representative in the legislature of the 
state should be allowed some freedom of 
opinion. We do not always agree with ev- 
erything that a_ representative from Clarke 
county does. He does not always vote our 
way. But he is entitled to his opinion. It 
is unreasonable to say to him that unless 
he gives up his opinion: the legislature will 
cut off she appropriation from a college in 
his home city. Such argument will not hoid 
water. Such a position is weak and untena- 
ble. It cannot be defended.

IN FINANCE SHEET 
MEETING FRIDAY 


The finance committee of council will meet 
Friday morning at 10 o'clock to revise the 
October apportionment sheet. 

This was agreed upon after a conference 
Wednesday by the mayor, Councilman A. W. 
Farlinger, chairman of the committee, and 
Graham West, chief clerk of the comptroller’s 
office. 

Just what the committee can do in the 
way of revising the finance sheet remains 
to be seen. When the sheet which the may- 
or vetoed was made up, the members of the 
committee contended that they had done 
the best they could, and that the deficit had 
to remain. The amount of that deficit was 
claimed to be $136,000 by some, and only $75, 
000 by others.

The sheet 
was adopted by a unanimous vote, and there 
was no effort made to override the mayor's 
veto. 

The mayor’s answer to this question is 
that members of council did not wish to 
assume the responsibility. He calls atten- 
tion to the city law which says that council 
can Only make a “reasonable” estimate of 
anticipated receipts, and that if any appro- 
priations are made that are not legal the 
members of council can be held personally 
lable by any taxpayer. 

The law,” states the mayor, “is that 
any members of council can be individually 
Sued by a taxpayer for overappropriations 
and it will be the duty of the city clerk to 


see that such suit is brought 
becomes liable.” . or the clerk 


Mayor Answer Mayson, 

In reply to a statement given opt by City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, the mayor also 
made a reply. The city attorney said: : 

: It seems to me that the mayor has pulled 
a ‘fox pass,’ as they would say in Tennessee, 
in vetoing the revised budget.

As before stated, 
it is not necessary to incur the expense of 
making here complete separations when 
the rock is to be used as a fertilizer, but it 
is only required to make the potash available 
by rendering it soluble in the rock. 

The crushers and reagents would be of 
considerable expense in producing the fertil- 
izer on a large scale. It occurs to the writer 
that possibly experiment stations would be 
willing to secure necessary machinery, thor- 
oughly test the product and give to the farm- 
ers of our county the benefit of the rich stores

There are many feldspars, some of which 
eontain no potash, but the one under consid- 
eration, consisting potassium, aluminum 
ferrum silicate seems to be abundant in the 
Appalachian system and is as rich in potash 
as the German kainit. it is quite evident 
that the use of this mineral would prove 
economical during the European war, and if 
it can be produced for less than the ocean 
freight, will continue to be a valuable source 
of ftertilizer, ¢ven when the transportation 
facilities from Germany become normal.

Two Most Important Streets. 

The two most important streets at 
present are, of course, West Peachtree 
and ivy. Both of these streets connect 
with Peachtree, and with smooth pave- 
ments they would take care of much 
of the travel which now congests and 
makes dangerous Peachtree street.

Washington From Large 
Employing Concerns. 


Washington, October 20.—Indorse- 


ments of the administration’s pian to 
create a great continental army for 
defense are beginning to reach Wash- 
ington from large employing concerns 
and corporations. It was learned to- 
night. that approving letters had been 
received from several, and that one had 
expressed willingness to grant its men 
leave on full pay for service in tne 
proposed organization. 

Enlistments in the continental army 
as contemplated in Secretary Garrison's 
program would be for six years, but 
the men actually would be required to 
train but two months a year for the 
first three years. Officials realize that 
the success of the scheme depends to a 
eonsiderabie extent on co-operation 
with the government by the employers 
of the country’s young men.

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MELLEN 1S TELLING 
~ NEW HAVEN STORY 


Former President Relates 
to Jury Alleged Illegal 
Acts of Men by Whom He 
Was Once Employed. 


| New York, October 20.—Charles E. 
| Mellen, one time president of the New 
| York, New Haven and Hartford raill- 
way, testified as a government witness 
today against the eleven men: with 
whom he was formerly associated on 
the road’s board of directors, whose 


Sherman anti-trust law began one 


lweek ago. . 

Standing before a government map 
of the New England railroad system, 
with a long pointer in his hand, much 
like a college professor delivering a 
lecture to his pupils, Mr. Mellen spent 
the last two hours of the afternoon 
session explaining the nature of the 
competitive railroad conditions at the 
time, twenty-five years ago, when the 
New Haven’s alleged conspiracy to con- 
trol the entire transportation traffic of 
the six states began. It was only the 
preliminary part of the lengthy story 
which the government expects the for- 
mer railroad president to tell to the 
jury before the trial is over. 

Greeted by Defendants. 

New Haven president 
with every evidence of 
the defendants when he 
entered the courtroom, and there were 
numerous handshakings exchanged 
with him when the trial adjourned un- 
til tomorrow. William Rockefeller was 
among several of the defendants who 
stepped forward to converse with him. 

Mr. Mellen gave his occupation as “a 
farmer—an agriculturist.” He told the 
history of his railroad experience, 
which dated back to 1890, when he was 
a clerk in the cashier’s office of the 
Northern Railroad of New Hampshire. 
Then he took his pointer and traced 
on the map the routes of the dozen 
New England railroads which in 1890 
had an independent existence. He de- 
scribed their. steamboat line connec- 
tions with New York and other points 
and their rail connections with other 
roads outside of New England. The 
New Haven’'s chief strategical advan- 
tage at the’ time, the witness indicated, 
was in passenger traffic, as none of the 
other roads could maintain through 
passenger service to New York 
over the New Haven tracks. 

All these roads maintained their 
freight connections to points outside of 
New England through traffic arrange- 
ments with outside lines, Mr. Mellen 
explained, and contributed pro rata to 
the expenses of about a score of freight 
soliciting organizations which routed 
through traffic over the various con- 
necting lines. These various through 
routes were in competition, Mr. Mellen 
said.

“Was the competition keen,” 
the government attorney.

The indictment under which the men 
were placed on trial yesterday con- 
tained thirty-three counts. It charged 
the defendants with carrying on a 
businese of distilling at Fort Smith 
with intent to defraud the United States 
government of the tax imposed on dis- 
tilled spirits. The first thirty counts 
set forth the dates the illicit liquor was 
distilled, failure to register distilling 
equipment and removal of the illegal 
product to places that were not bonded 
warehouses. All the defendants whose 
pleas were entered today admitted guilt 
to these counts. 

The three last counts in the indict- 
ment charged the defendants had in 
their possession cancelled internal rev- 
enue stamps. Casper alone pleaded 
guilty to these counts. 

The remainder of the twenty or more 
defendants alleged to have been in- 
volved in the conspiracy, through which 
the government is said to have lost 
thousands of dollars in revenue, and 
who are under indictment, will be placed 
on trial in January, it was announced.

Lowell, president of Harvard univer- 
sity, and Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus, today took issue with thosé 
who would carry militaryspreparedness 
into the grammar = schools. Military 
drills in these schools, President Lowell 
said, were of no importance in_ the 
development of soldiers and the teach- 
ing of military history would be useless 
among boys in lower grades. He op- 
posed any Lt of drafting young men 
into the militia. ° 

The great need of the United States 
army, Dr. Lowell thought, was a suf- 
ficient number of officers. He believed 
the colleges could and would co-operate 
in the education of such officers. Har- 
vard, he added, would be glad of an 
Fopportunity to take part in the work. 

Dr. Eliot said that his objection to 
military drill was based principally 
upon the fact that it was a bad form 
of physical exercise. The army spirit, 
he asserted, was un-American, as insist- 
ence on implicit obedience meant sub- 
jection to another’s will, and that, he 
held, was not a good way to train 
young Americans.
